.The man ^of military age who has 


registered and is likely to be drafted 
for the first quota need .have no 
:emerity about applying for an ex- 
imption. The law specifically stat- 
es who shall be exempted from mili- 
;ary service and those who feel they 
are entitled to an exemption'should 
file 
claim 
for 
discharge. 
They 


should not be dissuaded from test- 
ing their rights by any attempt on 
the part of others to 
deter 
them 


from doing so. 


The framers of the law antici- 


pated hestitancy on the part of some 
registrants about applying for .an 
exemption by stipulating ithat ex- 
emption claims may !be made by' the 
wife or other relatives of the regi- 
strant. If there is a man of milit- 
ary age in Rush county who feels 
that he will be discredited or dis- 
claim,, he should change hjs attitude 
at once because it is his right to ap- 
ply for a discharge from service if 
he believes he is entitled to it.
